Intense eathuslasm reigns among 
the officers and men over the news 
even though it is not aljaolutely cer- 
tain, of tke tuccesa of tbe work of the 
laat month. 

It Commodore Schley has really got 
the {Spanish fleet at Santiago de Cuba 
It is almost as complete a victory as 
oeuie have been expected from a aavai 
•Bfatement 

The Spaniards' policy was to avoid 
an encounter, and it would have been 
difficult for any division of Rear Ad- 
miral dampson's fleet to bava over- 
hauled or captured them. 

But how, if they are bottled up hi 
Santiago de Cuba and baffled at their 
own game, the future seems bright 
and all that is now waited for is the 
order to prepare to protect the land- 
tni of our military foreea to Cuba. 

Since Rear Admiral Sampsoa's 
gquadron left Key West an Intensely 
close watch has been kept for the 
Spanish fleet. In spite of the belief 
t^at it was at the south of Cuba. 

Several false alarms have been 
given, the men on the lookout in the 
tops being so anxious to catch sitiht 
of the Spaniards that they would see 
Sto oehuBiM of asK^o wheaa osly one 
was really discernible, and. that the 
smolte of one of Rear Admiral Samp- 
son's own boats. 

The tension was naturally great 
Tbto wya Bot cauaed by any feeling 
of donbt as to the result of naval 
engagement, for Rear Adaiiral Samp- 
eon's fleet has been so active since It 
left Key West that the Spaniards 
would have been completely annihi- 
lated If they had courted a fight 

Tke fleet as at present eonstltnted, 
without Commodore Schley's com- 
uaad, and without the ships actually 
engtgtd to the blockade, forms the 
aibat powerful squadron ever gotten 
together by the United States navy. 

Then again, Commodore Schley's 
ships are fully able to defeat the 
Spanish force under Admiral Cervera, 
•van uader coadltloas favorable to 
the eaemy, a state of thlngi which is 
thought to exiat at Santiago de Cuba.

From a ski'tch iu tho " Bl0(?r«))liical Ency- 
cloptilla of KiMitucky, " we learn that Doctor 
Johu .Sbackleforil "was tin- cliiest sou of James 
and Elizabeth Shacklcionl, iind was bora Man li 
8tb, Ir^J, in Mmod County, Ky. liU father was 
of EDKllsh ancestry ami a native of Fauiiiiicr 
County, Va. Dr. Shackleford was educated in 
the private schools of Mason (.'ounty, and at the 
age of eighteen began reading medicine under the 
Ruperrtnion of Dr. JohnT. Henrf at WasliiuKtou. 
" the old county leat; and afterwards couipleled 
this course of reading wilh Dr. Basil Duke. He 
attendad laetONtatTranajrlvaula Unlvenity and 
after a thoioa(h praparatlorf ol five ytan dura- 
tion, enteiad upon the praeUo* of hit piofMsion 
at MayiTllU, whaie ht rwMad aatU hit daeth ia 
Jaauarjr, U85, taavtag praetioed medlelna io one 
locallty^tor naarlr ilztr jrean." Ha owad bis 
profflMlonal dlittnetion ehiefly to his lUll aa 
a sargeon, and tha work that he did in this 
branch of his art would have given him distinc- 
tion anywhere. He always took an active tnte.*- 
eft In public afTalrs. He waa a Whig In po'titlcs, 
and, though a slarebolder, was au emancipa- 
tionist. At the opening of hoaiilitles between 
the North and South, h< became an ardent Re- 
publican mil k IV' to thoadminUtratlon of Mr. 
Lincoln til' :iii>'i iiiyal and cordlalkupport. He 
was a proiniiii ut and active member of the 
Cbrl.'-tian Cluirch, though iu Ills early life a 
devout I're^l)yterian, and but for certain scrnjiles 
in reKar'l to baptism, would doul>tless have re- 
iiiiiiiiL 1 Ml until the end. But heredity ami asso- 
ciation had made him a thoroughbred ( alvinlst, 
and no denominational atUliations could < hauKc 
him in this respect. "In the mfrtn." siiy> his 
friend Col. Wad worth, "lie was a most complete 
man. Whoever saw such a radiant face in the 
social circle or knew a heart more capable of 
joy.' The faults he had belonged les« to bis 
nature than to the times. DIshoaestjr, mean- 
uesH, hypocrisy, bow tbey raised his indignation; 
and, yet, the lighter virtues shone In every ac- 
tion of bis life,— unflagging politeness ; deference 
towards the other sex; regard (or the (eelings of 
others, iu ooavarutioB, attentlveneis and con- 
sideration, wltlMat fl'Atery or iusiacerity of any 
kind,— for no one maintained his own opinion 
(and he always had one) more atoutly. His 
mind was entirely free from heaitaUon or vaotl- 
latiou ; it needed, therelore, only that he should 
believe In anything strongly to make that an ab- 
solute verltr lOr htm." Dr. Lewis Vmsm, o( 
LonlsvUla, (a phyaloiaa of whoas oharaoter and 
aoeompllahmaati his profamional biethiwn In 
ison Oonnty will always be proud), says of Dr. 
Shaokiaiotd as he appaaced in hia prime that he 
was "a grand nuidal tor tha yoang,wlth the high- 
e>t sense of honor, only axaotlnc of otben that 
which he hImaaU wu ready to yield, while to 
the younger memben of (bo profsatlon he was 
always moat couslderate and kind." In person 
he was tall, erect and graceful, of handsome eouu- 
teuance, lighted with beautiful blue eyes, and 
with those simple charming manners which all 
admired and none could resist— 

" For manners are not idle, but the (ruit 
Ot loyal nature aud of uoble mind." 

DK. .MOSES F. .VDA.MSOS. 

Hr. .\damson belouKcd to a somewhat Inter 
geueratiou that Dr. Shac kleford, but, like hiui, 
was born In Ma.son County: received bis ele- 
mentary training at the country schools, and at- 
tended lectures at the Medical Department of 
Transylvania University, which was then the 
leading medical iustitutiou of the West. He was 
born near the town of ilaysllck on the 9th day of 
January, 181.^; and, but for the circumstance that 
bis father was a Whig, he would probably have 
been bom on the provloas day. Tho annoond- 
iugi of hli early Ufa won vwy much like those 
depictsd in the "BeeoUoetlona" of Or. Drake; 
and to have trinmphod over tho dlsadvaatafss 
and drawbacks insapaiabla from a rod* pioneer 
life, It itiolf a proof of nnoommon native force. 
It ia posriUa that in hia soloetioa of a llfo pur- 
suit, young Adamion was lUBnenaod in some 
measuro by tha azampio ot Dr. Drake. Bo this 
as it may, the selection was wlaoly made. He 
was thoieaghly devoted to his chosen profession, 
and, as a nsnlt of this unwearied assiduity, he 
esUbllshed a practice in the city of Maysville 
and in the adjoining country, which be held to 
the close of bis professional career, being greatly 
assisted in this struKglc for success by certain 
personal qualities, which Iu all civilli^ed com- 
mnaltlea, count (or mm U. His prof>'~ni'iniil re|>- 
ntatloa rested upou a persoaai charac ter whicii 
was above reproach. He was absolutely free 
from the mean and 'legradinjj vices which at that 
period, even more thau now, were the baue of 
social life. It may truly be said of Dr. Adamsou 
Bsl)r.(,ruhs has sai'l of Dunlel Drake, that "he 
never iive.l abohi)Uc drinks, that he never 
chewed, smoked, nor siiuiled tobaroo, 'hat he 
kuA- nolhinif ol l ards ,' and it may be a'Me.l 
that he never vi-,it' 'l a themre. nor attended a 
horse race. nor Irc'iuenie l a"saloou;" and, if after 
a mauly struiojle, he succeeded iu uchievinx a 
creditable degree of prufetalonal Bucce«s, it was 
chieily attributable to the fact that he was not 
bami>ered by embarra$siag aasooiatious, or 
handicapped by degrading vicaB,-4arg« or small- 
Bin mpral life rested upou a religious basis. He 
was for many years a prominent, useful, consis- 
tent and Intluuutlal member of tho Methodist 
Church, Bouth. His llfe«as strictly conformed 
to the obligattous which this relationship im- 
posed, aud, down to the very oloee of his long 
and useful career, be was profoundly abaorbed ia 
all 'luestions relaUug to the welfare and ad- 
vancement o( tho church. And. yet, ho was as 
Utile of a sealot or aeoetio or bigot as an boneht 
and aVOwed aoctarlan under tho daily provoca- 
tious of antaconlatio oreedsmcu, oould well be 
supposed to bo. kilo strong and serene in the 
settled faith of bUehUdhood, ho wu full of all 
pleasant slmplleltios and uncaloulating oharitles: 
ho was wholly without afllMtation or protooslon

In his social life ; ho looked ont upon men and 
their little afTalrs wttb a cheerful, kindly eye, 
and brii^htened the modest circle In which he 
moved with many a thoui^htful, Igenerous and 
unscltlsh act. He indnUed no ambition beyond 
the simple duties of his chosen vocation , but <le- 
vote<l himself to the practice of medh inc iu his 
native county for a perio'l of nearly, if not <iulte 
fifty years— years of incessant laliDrious etJbrt 
which made deep inroads upon a constitution 
originally stroiix -and at last passed ijuietly 
away, leavim^ behind him countless testimonials 
of a life .levoted to the service ofhumaaity, and 
faithfully and honorably spent. He died— all too 
soon— in the iseveutieth year of bis age: barely 
touching the limit whicli the I'^almist has al- 
lotted to the life of man. Uia native, constitu- 
tional vigor ought to have saniod him aany 
yoan beyond IL 

na. JOBK p. nun*, 
though belonging to a stIU laMr genetation of 
local physicians, is equally entitled to an honor- 
able remeinbranoa in a oonunnnltf wliieh, tor 
many years and In varied eapaelttos. bo served 
with cheerful dlligenoo, aad with nneommon in- 
telligence, fidelity and skill. He waa a son of 
Conrad Pblster, one ot tho most honorable and 
useful of our Pennsylvanlan pioneers : was a 
younger brothar of the able and accomplished 
lawyer, Judite Elijah C. Phister, and carried luto 
the prolt>-;'>:i nf medicine the same moral ener- 
gies aii'l mental «)'tltudes which had made the 
eMcr brother conspicuous au'l successful at the 
bar. He received his academic irauilni; nt the 
Maysville Seminary, havinif for a schoolmate a 
silent, sturdy little fellow from beyond the river, 
by the name of Vlysses .•s, tiraul, of whom, it Is 
said, that he always cherished, even in the midst 
of a busy and brilliant military aud political ca- 
reer, a plea.sant recollection of his f^prlKhtly 
youiiK playmate at the old school hou.se on the 
hill. After reading medicine iu the ollice of Dr. 
John .^hackleford, young Phister attended a full 
( onrsc of lectures at the Louisville .school, which 
had been made famous as a medical institution 
by the advancing reputatiou of the distinguished 
burireou Dr. Gross. Upon graduation, he settled 
to the practice of medicine iu bis native town. 
The flics of the press aud the public records bear 
ample testimony to tho activity and usefulness 
of Doctor Pbiator's pubUo and prcfesslonal ca- 
reer. In mnnldpal aflUia eapooially he estab- 
lished an oavlablo topntatton for anoiiT, sagac- 
Ity and nntalling fldolltr and good aonsa. Upon 
tho social Ufo of tho eoausnnity ho Impreased 
himself in tho most agiMablo manner, aad will 
long be romemhotod for his gefllal diapooition 
and fur that playtnl. spontaneous huau>r lAioh 
■oomcd to be perpetual in its flow. 

na. JOBH M. Bcaa 
was bom at Washington, Ky., October 3>, 1811. 
He was a son ot Or. Basil Duke, one of the pio- 
neer pbyildans ot° Mason County. Hit mother 
was a sister of Chief Justice Marahall; He-was 
educated under the eye of his uncle, Dr. Louis 
M.irshdll, one of the flnest scholars ol that day, 
and all the a.ssoclatious o( bis early life were of a 
character to ensure success In auy professional 
vocation he mi^ht adopt. He chose the proft's- 
slou of medicine and devoted himself with en- 
ergy and enthusiasm to the i>reliminiiry work. 
His pnc.-pt'ir, l>r. J. F. Henry, of WasbinKton, 
ICy., was au nccoinp'lsbed physician and ciai- 
uently competent, ni)t only to teach, but to in- 
spire a pupil who w«- aiiibiilous to learn. His 
year with Dr. Henry was profitably spent. He 
attended bis first course of lectures at the Le.x- 
iugton school, ati'l aiterwar'ls matriculated at 
the Medical College of Ohio, graduating iu 
He first >M>gan to practice in bis native town, 
Washington, but soon decided to try the some- 
what larger field at Maysville : and it was here 
that bis life's work was done,— and done with a 
thoroughness, fidelity and xeal that left but little 
ground for critlclam or oomplalnt. His profes- 
slooal quatifloatlons wore of the highest order 
and then was no braaoh of tho pro fe s s ion In 
wUeh ho might not have adUovadaooooas. Asa 
diagnoeiloian ha waa nnsnrpaaasd by any practi- 
ttonar of hia day in Kontnoky; and as a thera- 
pontist ho obtained an easy superiority bjf Jadl- 
etoosly modifrinf tha "haniio" mothoda then in 
vogue. HS had a flue aptitodo for gaaaral sar- 
gory (mora apiitndo than taste), and, Uka Iba to- 
nous ▲bamothr. oeold oparats skUfallf "whoa 
a kntfo was plaeod in his band :" but it was in 
the great omergeMias of obsietrieal auiBory that 
he exhibited peculiar boldness and skill ; and, 
as many living monuments attest. It was in this 
field that he operated with eaceptional skill and 
auccess. Here,— however formidable or compli- 
cated the sltaation, be seemed to be perfectly at 
home. In the high and palmy decade Immedi- 
ately preceding the war,— when society was Hush 
and full of life aud charm, this band.sonie and 
graceful aud accomplished gentleman enjoyed a 
social aud professional celebrity which, uuder 
the c'kauxed couditlons of our social life, is sel- 
dom attained by iha strOKUac piaotlttonors of 
• lie present day. 

In public ailUirs Dr. Idike was always at the 
front, au'l any movement in which he engHKed 
felt at once the cU'ecis of his Intelligence, decl^- 
lou and fon'e. While au acknowledged leailer in 
crises deinandlus; high courage and unbending 
will isuch as often occurred durlug our civil 
w,ir/, li'- ii.i I U'> aptitude or capacity for the 
petty aud degrading Intrigues of common life, 
aud in the com|>etition8 of such a field might 
have utterly failed, where meaner spirits easllr 
achieved success. 

Dr. Duke was singularly attractive In his per- 
son and his manners. A little above the mill- 
die height, with a large, well-shaped bead ; fine, 
regular featufos: dark' oxpreHlve eyas, and a 
composed, BOriOos countenance that easily re- 
laxed into a winning smile— he was a man who 
captivated you at once by the slmplloity of his 
manners aa4 tto indssorihablo dtatlaaiion of hii 
air aud address. In the latter days of hia pra- 
lesjiioual career ha tonnd a oongonial partner in 
the subject of our Closing sketch— 

DB. SIMON MOBOAN CABTIUIX. 

Dr. Cartmell. son ot David Cartmell, was i>om 
January ind. UlS. in Charleston, Weit Viitlnia. 
His tolher was a lawyer by pyoftsslon and pos- 
sessed talents of a high order. His mother, Nan- 
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cy Morgan, was a daughter of .Simon Morgan, a 
Virginian otlicer in the Itevnlutiouary army. 
After the death of her bustucid in Isjtt, Mrs. 
Cartmell remove<l with her family to I'leining 
County, Kentucky, aud it was in the private 
schools of that county and at the KlemiiiKsbnrg 
Academy that young Cartmell recitlved bis pre- 
liminary education. In IS.'W be began reading 
medicine at Flemlugsburg under tho direction 
of Dr. L. D. Anderson, an accomplished medical 
scholar. He subsequeutly attended lectures at 
Transylvaula, and graduated In 1838. After 
practicing his profession lor several years at 
Concord, Ky., be decided to attend medical lec- 
tures In the East, and, in 1851, ho entered the 
University of Pennsylvania. He received his 
medical degree from this Institution In 18S2. On 
his return to Kentucky, he settled to the prac- 
tice ot his protosston at Wuhlngton, but npon 
the btoakint ont of hostiUtios In isn, ho anlaad 
the Oovommont ser^too aa Snrgoon of tbo Six- 
teenth Kotttuoky VOInnisar Infantry and daring 
the compaicB in Gooitia, To nn ssss s and Ken- 
tucky was for throe yean fn aettvo servtceia the 
f!el(<, during which time ho aOqtilred that rare 
skill in the treatment of gnn-ahot wonnda which 
gave him his special lepntatlon as a medical 
man. 

In UM he fotumed to Mason Ooonty where be 
formed a partnership with Dr. JOhn Matshall 
Duke, at that time one of the most popular and 
successful physleiaas in this Stato. Dr. Cartmell 
continued in active ptaetiee nntll within a few 
months ot bis death. Thors waa a lesson in the 
11(0 of this distltignished gentleman which ought 
not to be lost. He represen led, in his manner and 
his methods, a school of physicians that is now 
almoatestlnet, bringing down with him the flue 
tiadlttoasof anelderday, and blending the pro- 
ftastonal and personal characteristics of that 
early period with all that is most valuable and 
practically efTeimve in the theories and methods 
of ttu present liiy. He was a close and inter- 
estc'l siuilent to the last, ailopting with wonder- 
ful readiness atid enthusiasm, and applyliit? with 
singular success every process, nieilio'l, jirincliile, 
or device which modern science bus cmtribnted 
to the ttdvancemeiit of the medical iirt. Fi- 
nally, and above all, he WIS a highbr''il iicntle- 
man in all the relations of life, and his memory 
will always be cherished wherever his cnaracler 
was known. His modesty, his dignity, his sim- 
plicity ; his thougbtfnlness, bis sympathy, his 
self-renunclatlou, his contempt for mercenary 
methods and for every sort of professional Indi- 
rection, subterfuge and sham ; all these charac- 
terUlles were so happily blended with the finest 
profe.sslonaI tact and skill, (hat be will long sur- 
vive la the memory of tn Is generation as a physi- 
cian of tbo first order an I II gentleman of the 
highest type. ♦
